1. The amendment received on 05/18/2009 has been considered. It is noted that claims 
1,2,8,9,19,32-34,37,45,47,49,51,56, and 58 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,33, and 47 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,33, and 47 
distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant specifically claims a high impact 
game ball with spherical casing enveloping spherical member, wherein the outer surface and the 
surface of the spherical member and casing are in direct contact over substantially the entire 
outer surface of the spherical member inside the game ball and the inner surface of the spherical 
casing. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
